Italian Lira Reduced 
41 Per Cent by Mussolini 


Rome, Oct. 5 (JPi.—Premier Mus- 


solini reduced the value of the 
Italian lira 41 per cent today In a 
sweeping financial decree approved 
by the cabinet. 


The new value of the 
Italian 


monetary unit was set officially at 
19 to the United States dollar and 
90 to the British pound although 
the lira's gold content was regis- 
tered at 92.46 to the pound. 


The cabinet also approved a 


capital levy on property owners 
who were required to subscribe 
to a loan to the extent of 5 per 
cent of the valuation of their prop- 
erty. 


II Dues, in addition, 
ordered 


new taxes on stock dividends and 
company profits, prohibited price 
rises on increases In public service 
rates and decreed a 65 per cent re- 
duction 
In 
customs 
duties for 


grains and cereals. 


(The premier's action fixed the 


value of the lira at approximately

the closing quotation on the New 
York foreign exchange market Sat- 
urday.)

Accidental Deaths 
In U. S. May Total 
110,000 for 1936 


Atlantic City, N. J.. Oct. 5 (J&— 


Accidental 
deaths In the United 


States will total about 110,000 for 
1936. the .National Safety Council's 
statistical bureau calculated today at 
the opening of the 25th National 
Safety Conference. 


This would be 10,000 more than 


last year's death toll, and 
9,000 


above 
the 
previous 
high figure, 


reached In 1934, the bureau reported 
to the thousands of industrial and 
traffic engineers, public officials and 
Insurance men as they began their 
conference, which will continue until 
Friday night. 


The calculation, based on accident 


reports for the first eight months of 
the year, was pronounced "startling" 
by the safety advocates, in view of 
their program to reduce accidents 35 
per cent during the five years begin- 
ning last January 1. 


Of the expected 10,000 increase, 


the bureau estimated 6,000 could be 
attributed to excessive heat — sun- 
stroke. heat collapse and blowouts

Scientific studies show that when

ence, to the expansion of road sur- 
face under heat. 


According to the conference, an 


extreme heat wave "adds" 100 
miles to the total mileage of sur- 
faced roads, in the United States. 
Warren Van Dyke, Pennsylvania's 
secretary of highway!, estimates 
seven miles are "added" by heat 
to the roads in his state. 


Makes Stwdy at Streets. 


The conference also reports that 


for the first time a dependable es- 
timate of the total mileage of streets 
in cities of the United States has 
been made. Streets in towns and 
cities with more than 2,900 popu- 
lation have a total length of 190,- 
090 miles, according to a study. 


If a motorist were to travel over 


every mile of those streets he would 
drive approximately 30,000 miles 
farther than if he traveled over 
every'mile of high-type surfaced 
highways in the country. The total 
area of city streets is more than 
1,000 
square miles, approximating 


the area of Rhode Island. 


The American Automobile asso- 


ciation has announced that it will 
demand repeal of the federal auto- 
motive excise taxes when congres- 
sional committees begin studying 
revisions of the tax structure soon. 


Hits Automotive Taxes. 


Association officials declare that 


the recent White House conference 
"concerning possible future reduc- 
tions in federal taxes made partic- 
ular reference to removal of in- 
equities from the schedules." 


They insist "there is no more 


glaring example of inequity hi, the 
entire setup than these automotive 
taxes." 


The association contends 
thai 


federal motor levies invade a field 
properly belonging to the states, 
place a tremendous burden on mo- 
tor-car owners and that the gasoline

It reports that the grand total of 


special motor-vehicle-tax collections 
in 1935 was $1,288,907, an increase 
of $85,000,000 over the preceding 
year.

In any building, upon dis- 
covery of fire, first call the Are de- 
partment, then warn other occupants, 
and Anally fight the flames with 
whatever equipment Is available. 


Upon entering a theatre look 


around and locate the nearest exit to 
your seat. "Walk", don't run 
to 


that exit. Remember more people 
are killed and injured by panic than 
by flre. Adults should guard and 
protect children by helping them to 
exits in case of flre In places of pub- 
lic assembly. 


If stopping at a hotel or boarding 


house locate emergency exits or flre 
escape 
before 
retiring. 
It 
you 


awaken at night and smell smoke, 
don't open the door and let in super- 
heated air and fumes to cause your 
death. Place your hand on the door 
and if It feels hot. keep U closed. If 
It Isn't bot, place your foot against 
it. avert your face and open It a 
little. If there Is pressure from flre 
outside, you can then slam the door 
shut and seek another means of exit. 
Keep calm; don't get excited. 


Hie Safety In Homes 


The home has long been a symbol 


of safety. According to the reports 
received the greater number of live* 
lost by fire occur 
In 
the home. 


Greater safety can be assured by 
careful Inspection and eliminating all 
hazards In the home, such as fur- 
naces, smoke pipes, chimneys, oily 
rags and polish cloths, electric wir- 
ing,. The fuse is tbe safety link in 
the system. 
Never 
place pennies 


back of the fuse. 


Too much cannot be said about tbe 


danger of attempting to clean cloth- 
ing with gasoline, naphtha or ben- 
sine In tbe home. These liquids 
vaporise very quickly and the vapor 
Is highly explosive when mixed with 
air In certain proportions, requiring 
but a tiny spark to cause an explo- 
sion. 
Protect the child—keep matches 


out of the reach of children. Never 
allow a child to play with flre or 
build a bonfire. A spark lighting on 
their clothing means serious burns 
and loss of life.

Smithsonian Institution 


Named for aa Englishman 


The Smithsonian Institution takes 


Its name from James Smithson.an 
Englishman who had such faith in 
the mission and future of the United 
State* as a leader among nations 
that he named its government the 
custodian of his fortune, which he 
left to b* administered for the "in- 
crease and diffusion of knowledge 
•mong men." 


Smlthson himself was s chemist 


and scientific writer, a friend of Sir 
Humphrey Davy and other eminent 
Philosophers of the early nineteenth 
century. He died In 1826 and left 
.some $900,000 for the establishment 
of the institution. 


It was not until IMS, however, that 


Congress established it by statute 
From the income of the fund the 
Smithsonian Building was erected 
while gifts and accumulated interest 
have since greatly increased the en- 
dowment. 


Th* members of the corporate es- 


tablishment are the president and 
vice president of the United States, 
the cabinet and the chief justice. It 
b governed by a'board of regents 
consisting of the vice president, the 
chief justice, three members of each 
touse 
of Congress and six others 


chosen by joint resolution of Con- 
gress. It. is under the immediate di- 
rection of a secretary. 


The institution aids investigators 


by making grants for research and 
exploration, providing for lect'ires, 
publishing scientific papers, initial 
ing scientific projects, etc. It has 
administrative charge of the Nation- 
al Museum, the National Gallery of 
Art, the National Zoological Park, 
the Astrophysics! Observatory and 
other agencies.

Though the hunt of today draw; 


sportsmen and sportswomen from 
every ptrt of th* world,*, it is a 
mere ghost of the old-time buffalo 
hunt when Indian* drove their 
mustangs among the itempedlng 
herds and shot their arrows Into 
th* sides of a* many bison a* thay 
could overtake. 
The stampeding 


herds have vanished into thin tra- 
dition. 


Today's method of hunting buf- 


falo has been brought to the ntten* 
tion of writer* who ar* preparing 
articles for th* American Guide, 
the forthcoming travel handbook of 
the Works Progress Administra- 
tion. 


Th* hunt is held generally In Jan- 


uary. Its setting is House Rock 
valley, a geological pocket on th* 
edge of K»ibab National forest in 
the Grand Canyon district of north- 
ern Arizona. 


The Arizona buffalo herd is th* 


only one in the United States which 
is not fenced in, though the natural 
barriers constitute an 
adequate 


check to prevent straying. 
Th* 


State Came department of Arizona 
founded the herd with a hundred 
animals in 1927. 


When this year'* hunt was held 


on January 20, there were 130 buf- 
falo on the range. The conditions 
under which the animals live ar* 
excellent and, if allowed to breed 
without interference, they would 
soon be too numerous for the avail- 
able grazing. An attendant, who is 
an expert in the care of buffalo, 
lives on the range and watches over 
the herd. The animals, in spite of 
their freedom, are far from wild 
and regard men more with curiosity 
than fear. 
When the time comes for the an- 
nual hunt, the attendant decides on 
which animals are to be lulled and 
points them out to the hunters. 
Each hunter stalks the animal as- 
signed him in any way he desire*. 
While horses and even automobiles 
have been used, most sportsmen 
prefer to approach their quarry on 
foot. As practically all of the per- 
sons permitted to take part in th* 
slaughter are expert shots, the ani- 
mals are not caused to suffer un- 
duly. 


Buffalo heads, hides and meat 


are highly valued trophies and 
probably have much to do with at- 
tracting sportsmen. The hunt is 
open both to residents and non- 
residents. While most of those who 
ask permission to join the hunt are 
from Arizona, every state and 
nearly every part of the world is 
usually represented among them.

Ancles* Art 


Bellmaking is an art with cen- 


turies of traditions behind it, and 
it is an art, moreover, toward the 
attainment of which there is no 
abort cut. That is why there are 
so few notable bellfoundries in the 
world. Modern industrial revolu- 
tion has not passed this art by nor 
has it overlooked it. It has aided 
it, but it has failed to absorb it. 
That is because mechanical genius 
is not the primary consideration in- 
volved. 


In the case of all large and heavy 


bells such as, for instance, a number 
of those in the Ann Arbor carillon, 
theV are cast in moulds taed in 
the sandpits where they afterwards 
remain buried for weeks before any 
attempt is made to uncover them. 
This is because their cooling must 
be very gradual and steady. Any 
attempt to hasten the cooling would 
wreck weeks of labor and cause 
endless financial loss. 


Tuning the Bells. 


One of the most interesting proc- 


esses in bell making is the tuning 
of the bells. The heavier the bell 
the deeper and more resonant i* its 
note, and when it is remembered 
that every ball has five separate 
and distinct notes, it will be realized 
what a delicate operation this is. 


The five notes are the hum note, 


an octave below the strike note; 
the nominal note, an octave above; 
the tierce, the third note; the quint 
which is the fifth note; and finally 
the strike note. These must all 
symphonize. 


It is the practice,-or perhaps the 


art, to produce all bells so that 
the original cast gives'off a note 
rather sharper than intended final- 
ly. They are then tuned by flatten- 
ing them. This is how it is done: 


A bell is stood, bowl downwards, 


on a table. Then H is marked o« 
in five sections by drawing lines 
round it. Each section between the 
lines gives off a different note. It 
may happen that three of the sec- 
tions ring true mad that two are 
out of harmony — the second and 
fourth, for instance. To get these 
two sections into tune, metal has to 
be cut away from the interior of 
the bell. But take away too much 
and the bell is ruined. It takes very 
little indeed to overdo it.

upright. The bell is held in an 
enormous grip while the metal it 
reamed out. 


The vibration* of the lower rim of 


the bell are always the greater, 
graduating downwards the nearer 
you approach the top. In the proc- 
ess of accurate tuning a simple 
tuning fork plays a vital part but 
the tuner also has delicate vibra- 
tion*! test instruments to aid him 
in his work. 


When the bell is declared perfect 


by the tuner, it is passed on to the 
sandblaster who. garbed in a sheet 
metal suit, applies sand under ter- 
rific air pressure until the bell it 
burnished and stands forth a thing 
of beauty, fifteen minutes is as 
long as the Modblaster can work 
at a stretch.
